Murdock McLeod, Kinistino Avenue, 
Learns Through Bulletin of Fate 
of His Two Sons, 


After waiting for five years for the 
return of his two sons, who had pene- 
trated the northern wilds on a pros- 
pecting trip, Murdock MeLeod receiv- 
ed his first word of them on Wednes- 
day evening last, when a copy of the 
Hdmonton Bulletin was delivered at 
his home, containing an account of 
the finding o: the skeletons of hi 
sons vbout 90 miles up the Nahanni 
river, in northern British Columbia. 
‘This dashed the last hope of the jath- 
r that Kis sons might be alive and 
well in some distant part of the 
country. 

Seen by a Bulletin 
yesterday at his little store on Kin- 
isting avenue, Mr. McLeod told the 
story of the last trip his sons took 
an! ot their complete disappearance. 
He does not doubt the report but feels 
that it is only teo true. His son, 
Charles, who found the remains, has 
lived all his life on the frontier, and 
would not easily be fooled in a case 
like this. 

An Old H. B. R. Factor. 

Murdock McLeod is an old employee 
of the Hudson’s Bay company. In 
1873 he was eont to Fort Laird as fae- 
ter, at which place he stayed for ten 
years, There his sons grew up and 
learned a.i there was to know about 
hunting, trading and prospecting. Af- 
ter living im various parts of the 
Northwest Mr; McLeod moved to Ed- 
monton in 1897, where he has since 
resided. He has seven sons, Fred- 
erick, at Fort Nelson, Jack, at Daw- 
son, Charles and Albert out prospect- 
ing, Donald at home in Edmonton, 
and Frank and William, the two mis- 
elng ones, 

In 1904 Frank decided to invest all 
his savings in ay outfit and prospect 
jor gold. He Jeft Edmonton in Janu- 
ary, Just a00ut five years ago, accom- 
panied by his younger brother’ Willie. 
The boys went west to Vancouver, up 
the coast to the Skeena river, thence 
inland by way of Telegraph Creek to 
Fort Simpson. Some parties of In- 
dians, whom they met on the way, 
toid them that there was gold to be 
found up the Nahanni river, so they 
decided to prospect in that direction. 
It had been arranged that Willie 
should stay at Bort Simpson that win- 
ter ond Frank and Charlie go on. 
Charlie, however, was transferred by 
the Hudson's Bay company irom 
Sinpaon to kert Nelson, and Willie 
and Frank both decided to go pros- 
pecting. 

While at Simpson they met another 
man, Robert Weir, a young Scotch- 
man,and he decided to go with them. 
Accordingly. they left Fort Simpson

SPEECH IN SENATE 


Senator From South Carolina a Second 
Time Denies Accusations Made

Washington, D.C.. Jan, 14—Addres- 
sing the senate for the second time in 
regard to the allegations against him 
in conneetion with Oregon lands, Sen- 
ator Tillman today made a reply to 
the utterances of Attorney General 
Bonaparte and Postmaster General 
Meyer. He quoted the portion of Mr. 
Bonaparte’s statement of lest Mon- 
day in which the Istter said that 
Senator Tillman had not told hjm 
t his desire to obtain some of the 
lands in question, and flatly contra- 


dicted the head of the department of 


He said he had been entirely 
renk witg Mr. Bonaparte and had 
iully explained to him his interest in 
those lands. He attributed the attor- 
ney generel’s attitude as a desire ‘to 
bolster up the president.’’ 

Depends on His Record. 

Speaking of the differences of 1e- 
collections between himself and’ Mr. 
Bonaparte, he said: “I am ready to 
have my word put against him in any 
court in Christendom, on my record in 
the past for truthfulness.”

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MEXICAN COWPUNCH

William Picket, Who Was in Edmon: 
- ton With 101 Ranch Outfit, En- 
+ gages in Furious Tussle With a 
irece Bull in Mexica—Had Un- 
dertaker to Receive Body. 


City of Mexico, Jan. 14—William 
Picket, the “Demon Cowpuncher” of 
the 101 ranch outfit, whose feat of 
throwing a steer created so much in- 
terest in Canada during the wild west 
show performance in Winnipeg, Ed- 
monton and Calgary, had the struggle 
of his life i nthe City of Mexico, when 
he was pitted against a fighting bull. 
As the result of a controversy over the 
relative bravery of the cowpuncher 
an dthe Mexican bull fighters, Picket 
agreed to throw the best bull in the 
country with his Sare hands, or at 
least to stick to him ior 15 minutes. 
The result of the trial was almost a 
riot. 

Mexicen loyalty to the national 
sport could not stand the strain of the 
test and though Picket put up one 
of the gamest struggles ever seen in 
a bull ring, he got no recognition, but 
from tha opening of the battle was 
greeted with hoots, jeers and various 
missles, being at one time severely 
wounded by a bottle thrown from the 
stand. For seven minutes he cling to 
the Bicod-spattered horns of one of 
the finest bulls the country could pro- 
duce and only let go when worn out 
by loss of blood and the injuries re- 
ceived from the spectators. 

It wil! b: remembered that Picket’s 
plan of op:ration was to ride up be- 
side a steer and throwing himself from 
his saddle. grasp the animal by the 
horns: He attempted to do the eame 
with the bull, Sut the animal refused 
to allow him to gain a favorabye posi- 
tion, Finally after several attempts 
Picker received permission to sacri- 
fice his mount, and riding directly at 
the bull, threw himself from the sad+ 
dle just as his horse was gored. But 
the hors were slippery from the blood 
of the horse and he could not get a 
grip. He held to the neck, however, 
and from that on was thrown about 
as if he were a piece of rag tied to 
the animal’s back. 

The crowd was in a rage for they 
expected to see the negro killed and 
utterly failed to appreciate the dar- 
ing of the attempt. Several arrests 
were made among those who were 
throwing articles at the negro, who 
still claims that he can hold to the 
animal for the prescribed 15 minutes, 
ifthe does not throw it before that 
time, 

A significant feature bespeaking en- 
terprise on the part of the Mexicans 
at any rate, was the preseiice at the 
gate o fthe bull ring of an under- 
taker with coffin, who was there in 
anticipation of the death of Picket.

BROKEN TIE CAUSES 
WRECK AT GOUROCK 


Scene of Many Grand Trunk Acci- 
dents Adds Another to Long List 
— Car Overturned in Ditch — 
Hockey Players and Curlers Were 
on Board—No One Fatally !n- 
jured. 


Guelph, Ont., Jan. 14.—A_— serious 
accident, fortunately not attended 
with loss of life so far, occurred this 


morning on the south line of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, two miles 
from Guelph Junction, When a 


heavy laden pcssenger train was in 
the vicinity of Gourock the rear coach 
left the track due to a broken tire 
and went into the ditch. The coach 
was overturned and a scene of ter- 
rible confusion ensued amongst the 
passengers, amongst whon were sev- 
eral Guelphites, besides members of 
the Brantford professional hockey 
team, and the Hamilton Thistles 
cuning team. 

A large number received more or 


less serious injuries, but it is not 
known if any are likely to prove 
fatal. 


Dr. Peters, of Hamilton, was en 
board and assisted in caring for the 
injured, the most serious of whom 
are Guelph people. 

The train had left Guelph Junct’ on 
and run about two miles towards 
Brantford, when a tire of a wheel on 
the rear truck broke. The car 
jumped the rails and rolled over on 
the left side, being dragged along, 
The engine and other coaches kept 
on the irons. There is a down grade 
there and the train was running at 
a fast rate. 

Both coaches were crowded w'th 
people from Hamilton, Brantford, 
Acton and other places, Nearly all 
in the overturned coach were ‘njur- 
ed. R. H. Brydon, of Guelph, was 
pinned under the coach and efforts 
to liberate him at first were unsue- 
cessful. He was only released after 
a tunnel had been dug all around 
him. The rear end of the car was so 
badlv smashed that none of those 
imprisoned within could leave by that 
exit. The front door had to be 
smashed open to liberate those with- 
in. The engine and combination 
coach ran down to Hespeler and sum- 
moned more medical aid ond the 
injured were brought to Guelph and 
the more seriously hurt removed to 
the hospital. Twenty persons were 
injured,

The 
highest averagey are reported for the 
western provine®s, where they reach 
about $300 per year for males and $160 
for females. In Ontario and Quebec 
the average for males is about $240, 
end for females $120 per year. 


ENGINE PLUNGED INTO LAKE.
